W hile a boy of six he was forci­ 
bly separated from his m other, the 
M aharanee, who was ordered out of 
the state, it is alleged by the M ahara­ 
jah under the influence of Hecr Abai. 
a dancing girl who is said to be vir­ 
tually now the M aharanee. 
Prince Vikram Singh m arried last 


December a beautiful Indian girl, the 
daughter of the Chief of Ja th . and 
following her com plaint of ill tre a t­ 
ment at the hands of the M aharajah 
the Prince dicreetly had the girl sent 
back to her fath er's state. 
Angered by this lack of respect, the 
M aharajah perem ptorily ordered his 
son to bring his bride back to the 
Dewas palace.

British 
Scientist 
Would 
Have 
Special ‘‘High Speed 
Highways

LONDON. Feb. 2 2 —Foreshadowing 
the age of "skyscraper” roads as the 
only solution for the ever increasing 
traffic problems of the world’s grear 
cities. Lord M ontagu, E ngland’s fo re­ 
m ost 
authority 
on 
transportation, 
prophesies th a t w ithin six years there 
will be double the num ber of m otor 
vehicles on the roads as there is to­ 
day. 
"The T ransport Problem .” the prob­ 
lem of traffic on the roads, of moving 
people and things from one place to 
another, is the great problem of the 
tw entieth 
century.* 
It 
overshadows 
every other. 
Upon our handling oi 
it our future depends.” 
Though Lord M ontagu dealt w ith 
the traffic situation as it affects Lon­ 
don. his views and suggestions are 
international and can be applied to 
m any of the other great world centres. 
Difficult Plan 
His plan for a solution of the tra f­ 
fic congestion are not extrem ely dif­ 
ficult to have put into progress. They 
are really the classification of roads 
on a som ew hat sim ilar basis as is used 
to a small extent in the United States 
today. 
"There should and m ust be dif­ 
ferent roads for different classes of 
traffic. 
It is most unreasonable to 
all kinds of traffic—fast, slow, lignt 
and heavy—all go on the sam e roads. 
"First of all there should be huge 
trunk roads linking up the differen* 
big centres of population. 
On these 
roads there would run heavy’ trucks 
and vans and there would be no speed 
limits. 
"Do not get the wrong impression 
th a t "high speed roads" would 
be 
dangerous, for they would avoid the 
towns and villages, circling 
around 
them , as do the railways now. 
And 
there would be less danger th an there 
is in the present state. 
‘"The next class of road, the B class 
would not take any vehicles above 
a certain weight, and w’ould have a 
speed limit. 
"Then wmuld come the arcat mass 
of unclassified roads existing at pres­ 
ent upon which there would be no 
heavy traffic and no high sprcd a l­ 
lowed. 
"As they approached the big cities, 
these roads would go either under­ 
ground or overhead.” T hat brings me 
to an essential p art of my vision. In 
the city of the 'future the fast heavy 
traffic will inevitable be underground 
or overhead " 
Highways On Arches 
Lord M ontagu's idea for this is the 
construction of huge highways on 
arches. 
Arches w hich are supported 
by enourm ous piers, rem inding one 
of Rom an aqueducts. 
W hen it was suggested th a t these 
visions w’ere rath er futuristic. 
Lord 
M ontagu replied, ‘‘W hy no? 
They 
would give a new 
dignity, 
a 
new 
charm to the city of the future. W hv 
should the cities not be beautiful?” 
In these arches he pictured offices, 
above which would be situated dwell­ 
ings abodes or "flats.” 
"Every pier could be constructed 
like that, and there would be a large 
income from the ren t which would 
go a long way towrards paying for the 
overhead roads. 
"I am convinced th a t we cannot 
do w ithout overhead or underground 
roads in the cities of the future 
"Ijet 
u s recognize th at T ransport 
is the biggest problem of this century 
and art accordingly.

Dr. Lum sden works at the fanjous 
Lister 
In stitu te 
in 
London, w ith a 
: fem i-S tate grant, and his results d u r­ 
ing the past few years are claimed to 
have been m ore encouraging th an 
those of any other cancer research 
worker. 
W riting in the Lancet, the official 
organ of the English m edical world Dr. 
Lum sden explains th a t recently he 
i has studied the way in which the 
body tries to defend Itself against the 
growdh of cancer. There Is llways he 
says, an attem p t to resist the disease. 
Blood Substance 
He has found th a t the blood of a 
la t which has a cancerous growth 
contains a subtance actively nostile 
to th a t growth, and his object has 
! been to discover how th is substance 
can be increased and the forces of 


j defense reinforced. 
W hen the grow th is not very big, 
'D r. Lum sden believes h at ihe tissues 
of the body can fight and win their 
own battle if they are alive to the 
danger and angry enough against 
the intruder. Usually the developm ent 
of cancer is insidious and gradual, 
! so th a t the body never becomes angry 
I until it is too late, and Dr. Lum den’s 
idea is to force the enemy to show* 
its true colors early in the struggle. 
For this purpose he injects into the 
growth a solution of form alin which 
poisons m any of the cancer cells, and 
thus 
sets 
free 
the irritating sub­ 
stances they contain, uhich were pre­ 
viously quiescent. These substances 
: are carried away by the blood, and so 
“infuriate" the rest of the body th at 
in the next week or so there is a 
sharp 
struggle 
w ith 
the cancerous 
invader—instead of a long, mild, and 
unsuccessful cam paign. 
If the body wins this battle the 
victory is final, for the arm ed forces 
th a t have been mobilized are never 
again wholly disbanded. 
Successful Experiments 
A lthough the idea behind Dr. Lum s- 
den’s plan is not new. his original 
m ethods and his experim ents have 
been astonishingly successful 
Since M arch of this year he has 
i treated 70 rats w ith tum ors and has 
cured 54 or 77 per cent. W ith increas­ 
ing experience he h as better results, 
and of th e 25 rats treated since 
October last, 96 per cent have been 
cured. 
W hile it would be rash to assum e 
th a t from these anim al experim ents 
the m ethod would give favorable re­ 
sults in m an, the belief Is prevalent 
th a t the tim e is nearly here w*hen this 
kind of treatm en t m ust be cautiously 
tested on hum ans.

30,000 Vaccinated 
In Jerusalem When 
Smallpox Appears 


(International News Service> 
JERUSALEM. Feb. 22. — Thirty 
thousand persons in Jerusalem were 
vaccinated following a smallpox panic 
when an Italian coming from Dam ­ 
ascus was found suffering from the 
disease contracted in that city. 
The scare was heightened by the 
fact that the patient who subsequent­ 
ly died, was a pickpocket and that for 
a number of days he plied his “trade 
in different parts of Jerusalem, es­ 
tablishing no one knew^ how many 
“contacts." 
Health authorities estimated 
that 
the pickpocket has 
mingled 
with 
thousands of people in the poorer 
quarters, as well as in those where 
tiaffic is heaviest. 
Special Govern­ 
ment vaccination centres were estab­ 
lished in those quarters. 
People of Jerusalem of all classes 
thronged these centres and crowded 
around private hospitals and doctors. 
When the panic was at its height it 
was no uncommon sight to see in the 
big Russian square in the heart of 
the city, a line of several hundred,
